The attempted esuipv was evidently 


the result ot a carefully planned plot, 
irompted by the dnsh for liberty made 
jy Harry Evans and Peter Jensen in 
JudgB Cooper's court the day before. All 
of the boys involved in the plot occupied 
one dornmory on the third floor. They 
were the oldest boys in the home, all 13 
or 10 years of age, according to their 
own statements. 
They appeared older. 


Attack Man Attendant. 


It was D o'clock when the outbreak 


occurred. At that time James Donnelly, 
the only male attendant in the, institu- 
tion, entered the room occupied by the 
DOVS to order them to bed. 


His appearance was tbe signal for the 


outbreak. 
Edward 
Zupan, 
known as 


Soft Ton" by his companions, sprang 
upon the watchman from behind, pin- 
ning his arms. 
Thereupon the other 


boys rushed to tbe aid of Zupan and in 


few minutes Donnelly was Iloored. 


The noise of the scuffle and the cries of 
the attendant brought help to him. 


John Kavalisk, engineer in the home, 


Mrs. Mary Davis, night 
superintendent, 


and one of the woman attendants, ran 
to his assistance. 
They wure unable, 


however, to copo with the mutineers. 
The boys, having taken, the keys which 
were in Donnelly's pockets, were trying 
to open the screen on the. third lloor 
window leading to the fire escape in the 
rear of the building, when Policemen 
Muller and 
Rooney, 
of 
the Maxwell 


street station, ran into the building, 
having been ordered to the home from 
their poets. 


Boys Have Upper Hand. 


They found the women frightened and 


awed "by the boys, the engineer over- 
powered 
and 
Donnelly 
lying on the 


floor. Both his eyes wore blacked; there 
was a cut on his forehead and the boys 
were still pummeling him. They had 
also bound him. A nightgown furnished 
the material for his letters. A gag torn 
from the, same nightgown was thmst 
into his mouth. 


At the appearance of the policemen 


the boys icdoubled their efforts to es- 
cape. ~The.y were unable to find the 
right key, however, and after one, or 
two of them had shown some light, they 
desisted. 


The patrol wagon arrived just as the 


two policemen got the hoys under con- 
trol.

Constituted of representative men of character, standing 
jmd ability, whose first concern shall be the welfare of tho 
City rather than the advantage of any political party. 


As a matter of fact, this position is one so admittedly 


reasonable and sane that it is almost amazing that mu- 
fcicipal politics has ever been conducted upon any other 
feasis. Practically all men will cheerfully agree that no 
toet political theory, no partisan principle and none of the 
Accepted eternal verities of one's political creed are at 
Issue in the administration of local problems, but we sense- 
lessly cling to the party label that in city affairs is utterly 
meaningless and too often serves no purpose than to assist 
into the saddle men whose first concern is politics and not 
fcffioient municipal government. 


We do not know that any definite results will come 


from the Attitude of the Huntuigton progressives. Es- 
tablished custom is difficult to get away from, and we 
Cling to it solely because men whose attention is claimed 
by their own affairs do not conceive it to be their especial 
fluty to unite in the effort necessary to bring about 
Changes of thte character. But whether or no Hunting- 
ton this year chooses its municipal officers on a citizenship 
basis alone, the example set by the progressives there is 
both encoilf aging; and patriotic.

A MESSAGE TO BRYAN 


Sacramento, Oil, May 
IS.-Kxi'resfl- 


ing his determination trt «lgn the niton 
land bill recently passed by the legl^a- 
tnre, fuivcrnor Hiram W. Johnson, ot 
California. 1ms telegraphed to Secretary 
of State Hryan a long explanation of tlie 
action taken by tho legislature. 
The 


message vcns in answer to the request 
teli-pra]ihed to the governor !>y Secretary 
Hryan at the direction of President W i l - 
son that the bill be vetoed. 


The governor'* message, follows: 
"Hon. William J. Bryan, Secretary of 


State, Washington, 1). C.: 
Your very 
, 


courteous telegram relating to the alien 
land bill reached me late Sunday nigtit. 
I lake it from our conversations aihl 
your request made to me to withhold 
executive action until opportunity wan 
accorded for the presentations from the 
federal government, that your message 
embodies what it was your wish, and 
thn wish of the president)- to say to us 
before final action. 


"In this response, It is my design most 


respectfully to present the situation from 
our standpoint and the views tliat actu- 
ated our legislature in passing the bill 
and that impel me to sanction it. 


"For many years a very grave prob- 


lem, little understood in tho east, has 
confronted C'nliforniftj a problem the se- 
riousness of which has been viewed with 
apprehension by the people of this state. 
When thn present constitution of Cali- 
fornia was adopted more than thirty 
years ago it contained tlie 
following 


declaration: 
'The presence of foreigners 


ineligible, to become citizen* of the Uni- 
ted States is declared to be dangerous 
to the well being of the state, and the 
legislature shall discourage their itnml 
grntion by all meani within its power.' 


"Of lat« years our problem from an 


other nngla has becomo acute, and the 
agitation haft been 
continuous 
in the 


last decade in reference to our agricul- 
tural lands until finally affirmative ac- 
tion in an attempted solution became 
imperative. 
This attempted solution is 


found in tlio action of our legislature In 
the passage of t.hn alien land bill. In the 
phraseology of this bill, In thosa whom 
it nITeets, in ita scope and in its purposes 
we believe we are within our legal ami 
our moral rights, nnd that we are doing 
only what is imperatively demanded !or 
the protection and preservation of our 
state. In this enactment we, have kept 
ever in mind our national good f a i t h 
evidenced by existing treaties; and our 
desirn and anxiety have been to act only 
in such fashion as would commend VH 
to our sister stores and would justify MS 
to our fellow -countrymen, 


The nb.joct.ions to our bill nre bnsed, 


first, upon the treaty obligations of the 
nation, and secondly, upon the. assertion 
that our net is offensive, and discrim- 
inatory. Tho protest to our measure (is 
grqur tclograai, t Utn, com«0 from 


representative of Japan. The bill that 
is now hefnre me, provides substantially 
in its lirit podiim, that nil aliens clig- 
illle to i-iliwnship under the laws of the 
I'nited States may acquire real property 
in the same manner as eitizens of the

The art of caring for kerosene lamps 


is almost lost, although there arc still 
some persons who think no light equals 
that of oil for reading in tho evening.

Shades were washed or dusted, chim- 
neys were, washed and polished, wicks 
worn trimmed and renewed, oil wells 
were filled and at stated intervals wicks, 
oil wells ann the metal wick holder were 
boiled in fodn nnd water.

the chimneys of the small princess lamps 
occasionally used ia bedroom and sitting-

FIFTY THOUSAND LORDLY ELK IN MONTANA.

Gardiner, Mont., May 15.—Did you 


ever hear of the romance and trap^dy 
of the biggest herd of cattle In the 
United States today?

of cattle "is really a herd of elk—some- 
where between 40,000 and 60,000 of the 
most lordly of the deer family on all 
tho earth! 


And do you know—few people do— 


that it is within the power of tho city 
of Fort Wayne to get free, absolutely 
free except the price of transportation 
from this point, of one or more of these 
elk to add to the attractiTenem of Fort 
Wayno parks! 


It is even possible for private people 


who will guarantee proper care of the 
animals to secure possession of one or 
more of these magnificent deer! 


Think of 40,000 or 80,000 elk in one 


great drove, scattered over a »ectlon of 
our country as small as One of tho 
smaller states! For many years these 
animal* have been drifting in the di- 
rection of 
Yellowstone park, because 


there is the greatest expanse of wild 
grazing country left In the we»t—be- 


cause it was the only home left for 
timid deer. 


In the summer they ford nn the juicy 


grass of i,he foothills in and around the 
huge park. 
As the snow fulls deeper 


and deeper they drift down into Jackson 
hole, a great, low basin whern it is 
comparatively warm nil winter. 
But. 


though it is warm, there is not nearly 
enough ernes for such a herd. Besides. 
settlers havi- taken up somn of the land 
and the result has been that thousands 
of the deer have starved to death every 
winter since about 1900. 


The animals become so tnrae and do- 


cile through hunger that it was a fre- 
quent sight to see them \vnlk up to a 
much house and literally beg for food. 
Tho ranchers fed as many of them as 
they could, but the drain on their re- 
sources was too great 
Besides this, 


tho herds did considerable damage in 
destroying fences and eatinu; hay.stacked 
in fields that wns intended for the do- 
mestic animal* of the ranchers. 


The government was finally aiked to 


do something, and for several years ap- 
propriations were mado to purchase hay 
nnd feed the elk. 
But the expense en- 


tailed was enormous and it dM not 
to do very much good, as the elk died 
just the same. 


Then it was that offers were made 


to states \* hero elk herds have been de- 
pleted or iiavu entirely disappeared to 
give away herds from the Jackson hole 
contingent. 
Pennsylvania, West Vir- 


ginia, North Dakota, Washington, Ore- 
gon, California and Arizona have availed 
themselves of this offer. 


The people hcra at Gardiner tell me 


this spring that the herd came through 
this winter better than Jor years. The 
snow was not so deep nor did U cover 
thu foothills all the time. 


Yesterday I tramped out into the hills 


and everywhere you looked you could 
sea elk. grazing in valley and on hillside. 
I saw hundreds in a few hours, some 
pawing through the soft snow for tho 
grass ami others munching tho bark 
from twigj 


I um sending The. Sentinel a photo- 


graph of one of the herds 1 met. Tho 
camera had to be snapped at a long dis- 
tance-, 
of 
course, 
because the scene 


would have changed very swiftly if 
they had seen me closely.
